Back in the early months of 1925 bank clear¬ 
ings in all the principal centres of this Dominion 
began to show a slight increase each week. It was 
not very imposing at the commencement but it was 
steady and in less than twelve months a marked 
improvement took-place. This continued until the 
weekly returns became weekly reminder* of the 
effect of the economic debacle of the fall of 1929. 
But it will perhaps have been observed.that at the 
c!o*e of business last Thursday there was a no¬ 
ticeable reduction in the difference between the 
clearings of last week and the corresponding week 
of last year. While this may not be a sign that I 
Canada is beginning to gel back some of the ground 
which she i|i common with other countries hasjosl 
in the last two and a half years, it ts none the less 
significant.^ 3 

Conditions in the neighboring rep u bl i c are still 
causing the administration at Washington consider¬ 
able alarm: but the outlook there is not as gloomy 
as it was a week or so ago. Even The Business 
Week, a New York commercial journal which is ! 
by no means given to beating the drum for effect, 
says in its current issue that although 1933 has 
barely had a chance to "suggest the trend of the 
year, “a number of encouraging factors have al¬ 
ready come to light.” We are told that steel 
production is turning slowly upward under the 
impetus supplied by the automobile industry whose 
confidence ui the market of the current year stands 
”in gratifying contrast to the hesitation so prevalent 
elsewhere,” that car loadings showed the first gain 
over the preceding year since 1929, that the stock 
and bond markets have shaken off the lethargy 
of the past few weeks, and that ‘’commodity prices 
are showing greater stability.” It is pointed out. 
too. by the journal referred to that the “further 
easing of money rates extending to the mortgage 
market in New York, a continued inflow of gold 
from abroad, and a return flow* of currency to the 
banks are strengthening the financial situation.” 

Although these signs on the economic horizon 
may pot be very substantial ones so tar. they are 
an indication that force* are at work which before 
long will put a different complexion on business 
on this continent. As far as Canada is concerned. 
Premier Bennett’s appeal to those who have capi¬ 
tal to put it to work ought to be heedeaT Pot only 
because the release of idle money would result in 
the provision of more employment, but also because 
the best way 16 safeguard large bank balances i* j 
to improve the social condition of the country— | 
now anything but healthy because there are so 
many thousand* compelled, to take direct relief, | 
which, of course, is unproductive.

Therefore, fm 
association with Lord Curzon. hi* occupancy of 
the position of Governor-General of Bengal, and 
latterly his membership in the British delegation to 
the Indian Round Table Conference, constitute the 
background of a fund of information and personal 
experience. THe National Council of Education, 
incidentally, is to be congratulated upon its enter¬ 
prise in bringing to Canada such a distinguished 
public man.

NELSON*!* TELESCOPE LINK WITH TRAFALGAR 
Thr New York llerald-Trlhune 

Lord Nelson's telescope—a gift from Lady Hamilton 
and Captain Hardy which the great admiral used on 
the Victory’s poop kt Trafalgar—has gone at Christie’* 
for over l 1.500. The purchaser, one is glad to hear, 
will present it to the British people. There could 
hardly be a Nelson item of more intimate aosocistlou 
than thl*. or one more likely to atir the interest of the 
naval antiquarian. It was through their old-fashioned 
long telescopes (traditionally rested on a midshipman’s 
shoulder) that jthe great captains of the past conned 
their slow-moving fleets into action or watched for 
each other’s Dag signals as they tacked or wore or 
bore down In the leisurely but graceful manoeuvre of 
the sailing navies. Now the admiral uses his gloss 
to see what he can. but he cannot see much, and it la 
all done by radio dead reckoning, airplane observation 
and sometimes (If Jutland Is a fair indication) tfy a 
large proportion of guesswork. 

Especially in Nelson’s cose, the telescope Is a vivid 
memento. Even If this one Is not the glass which he 
is supposed to have put to hla blind eye at Copenhagen, 
It was the one through which he saw the boetlle line 
riding the &?*)’ twells off Cadiz and through which he 
may hav* watched his ships repeating the celebrated 
signal from the Victory with which hi* nams 1* Ira- 
peMshsbiy connected: "England expects that every man 
will do hi* duty." It wm not rapped out on radio 
forms, but hoisted ln fluttering signal flags from tbo 
Victory’s mastheads. There were eight separate hoists 
of three flags each to represent the first eight words 
, os is well known, "expects’’ was substituted for Nelson’s 
origins! "confldss" because there wps no number for 
the letter word in tlie signal book), while "duty” was 
spelled out with s separate hoist lor each letter.

R ESIDENTS of a seaside town and one where 
opportunities for both salt-water and lake 
bathing are so abundant, need ncarcely be told 
the merits of life saving ns a means of preventing 
grim tragedy from stalking into the midxt Of a 
group of happy but probably inexpert swimmers. 

And yet hardly s year passes without some un¬ 
fortunates being taken to join the countless army 
. that goes to make up the toll of deep waters. No 
authority on life saving will declare that all acci¬ 
dents through drowmn; could be prevented. But 
not even the uninitiated would dispute the fact 
many of them cotUd be averted by a thorough 
knowledge on the pan of someone present of tha 
comparatively simple methods of rescue and re¬ 
lease of a person in difficulty and the means of 
-resuscitating the apparently drowned 

When the adult takes up the study or Induces 
the child to become proficient in the an. he or 
ahe is making a sound investment which may pay 
the greatest dividends in saving of human life 
But even If occasion never arose for the pro¬ 
ficient student to practise liis science, his returns 
would be great. As one of the finest methods of 
encouraging swimming courses in life saving 
afford an opportunity fer the building up of the 
body second to no other-sport Physical culture 
experts aaree that few branches of athletics bring 
as many v mu.*cle* into play or furniah a better 
means of development than aquatics. In lire 
saving the same holds true. 


B UT THAT study Is even more than a body 
builder and a great safeguard against drown¬ 
ing catastrophes. It is a game. Few people who 
have seen cheerful groups taking their Instruction 
at the Cry^tel Garden or the Gorge would admit 
the studenflh’appear under any great strain as 
they practise their different drills. Happy, laugh¬ 
ing faces, spluttering water now and then, a s th e i r 
owners enjoy os much freedom from restraint aa 
Is possible belie any charge# of mental anxiety. 
For the younger boys and girts the study' offers 
a splendid form of sport and exercise without any 
trace of the boredom some schooling creates. 

Moreover, the various competitions arranged by 
the local branch of the Life 8avtng Society givee 
the -tudent a chance to find that form of eelf- 
exprcfislpn so dear to all young people, and fur¬ 
nishes Ah lnctn: r? .*7 i t**e n’nre advanced in the 
study. 


\ VIRTUALLY since the organlration of the first 
branch here twenty-one years ago. Victorians 
have done'exceptionally well In life-saving com¬ 
petitions. In the days when Warren Long, now 
prrsidact of the Victoria branch, was a young 


and active competitor with such* men a* J D. 
"Jock'' McNeill, the Capital City has been well 
represented in the active lists Later. Mrs Graco 
Wellborn Knight. Mm A Steele snd Mrs A. Hib- 
berson gave the city strong representation In con¬ 
tests. while W T M Barrett Dave Balnove. Brian 
Hunnings. John Foubister and Tommy Wellburn 
have all contributed their share in upholding Vic¬ 
toria's Uurels in contests for the Hibberaon. Langs 
and Dcsborough Cups, finishing well up with the 
leaders on the occasion* when they were not able 
to win the coveted trophies. Later stUl. Miss Alice 
Hibberaon. following thr path made by her aunt, 
lias been a consistent victor in the numerous life¬ 
saving events in which she has participated 

These afe some of the most expert in the local 
association. But not alone to them is life aavlug 
open So well graded are the courses that the 
most modest beginner. t>e he or she not yet up to 
their teens, can find some class In which to study 
some of the rudiments of the subject. Under Mr. 
Btanyon, Mrs Hibberson and Mr Bagshaw several 
groups of young boys and girls have been coached 
lor and passed through the elementary examina¬ 
tions. 

These young students hkve met with such' 
success that members of the executive of the local 
association are hoping to persuade city schools to 
take up the subject as psrt of their physical de¬ 
partment work. In Oak Bay the iden has already 
gained a firm hold and' It la believed the associa¬ 
tion will meet with the approval of the city 
board when It asks that at least the land drills, 
on which the water work is founded, be taught la 
the schools. 


rpHE SUBJECT in general is divided Into threw 
I sections: land drill, water drill and theory. 
The land drill la virtually poetise for the water. 
All the methods in which a would-be reacuer may 
release himself from the frenzied clutch of a per¬ 
son In trouble are taught along with the manner 
in which patients, be they calm or struggling, may 
be towed to safety. The application of these exer¬ 
cises in the water, a feat of much greater diffu 
culty. composes the second division. \ 

Coupled with the land work is instruction *n\ 
resuscitation. The 8chaefcr method Is used almdbt^ 
exclusively. And in conjunction with Hhis tin* 
student Is taught how to promote warmth in m 
rescued person once he or she has been taken from 
the water and revived The class is Instructed in 
these various points In a graded course in which 
one follows naturally dn the other, making It easy 
for even the child to (earn. 

Aa Victoria seta out to improve their record of 
last year, the group will have the experience of at 
least some of the most active workers in the two 
decades the study hss been followed here

I P. IN these opening day* of the new year, your 
fairy godmother or your guardian angel or 
whatever entity in the uneeen takes a special in¬ 
terest In you, were to materialize. to assume actu¬ 
ality in your presence, and were to announce that 
you were to be given the power of a poet to 
translate your philosophy of life into song. I am 
sure that you would be filled with amazement 
Perhaps such an annunciation would scarcely stir 
your gratitude, perhaps the proposed gift would 
be declined. But. if you wished to become a 
builder of rhyme, it might occur to you to aak if 
you were to become a classic poet whose writings 
would a century hance be studied in schools and i 
colleges or a humbrtr minstrel whose poems would 
rssch the hearts of those who never read Homer 
or Milton or Browning, but who find delight in 
Robert Service and Edgar Ousst. Robert Burns had 
the happy fortune to be dowered with a gift which 
made him a classic, also ona of the sovereigns 
of song, known and loved by tens of thousands 
who eschew the writings of other men of genlua. 

But It would be too much to expect to- have a 
wide popular appeal and at the same time to be 
cherished by posterity So. what, choice would be 
yours? Would you choose to be retd and studied 
by vhat Milton called fit audience though few." 
or by a great multitude of people in your own day 
and generation? I think many of my readera 
would say. 1 Let me be popular in my lifetime. 

Let me reach the hearts of millions of my con- 
tempbr iefc and I care not whether posterity re¬ 
members my name " 

MODEST FOREWORD BY THU* POET 

N OW. WHETHER your fairy godmother visits 
you with such a choice or not. try to appre¬ 
ciate the work of those who are able to express 
their thoughts In rhythmical form, either sUbllms 
conceptions in exalted style or simpler ideas 
couched In the familiar language of every day. 

And one of the singers of our time who has 
reached thousands of newspaper readers by hts 
verse is Mr Ahthony Euwer He is the moat 
popular wset in the American Northwest, and in 
his new volume. "The Friendly Firs” < Metropolitan 
Press. Portlandi he offers us fifty or mors selec¬ 
tions. the latest products of his muse, which are 
instructive or entertaining, sometimes both He 
himself admits that he is not a Tennyson, nor yet

Pictures Heroism Of 
The Average Citizen 

TiHE DRAMA in the presale life of the ordinary 
1- man Is a thing that has fascinated Christopher 
Morley for many years. It has. at last, found ex¬ 
pression In a novel. "Human Being." in which Mr. 
Morley expresses hla belief that the average un¬ 
distinguished citizens la a brave and wistful 
figure, stumbling along as best he can to the 
faint sound of very distant trumpet#. 

This book tells about Richard Roe. who is not 
in any way distinguished He is s moderately 
prosperous business man—he makes and sells 
desk sets, after haring begun hla career aa a book 
salesman-he ha* a petulant wife and a anooty 
daughter, he dabbles somewhat footlessly in a 
love affair on the side, and finally he die* of heart 
disease while riding on a Hudson River ferryboat. 

All of this would hardly be worth reeding, of 
course, were It not for Mr Morley’a deep belief 
that wonders and marvels can beset every man's 
path His Richard Roe la dimly coiiacloua of hla 
kinship to aomethtnf very much finer and greater 
than hla dally life. He has ml—d the high peaks 
of life, but he to redeemed by the fact that he 
knows he haa miaaed them They do exist, and 
now and than he sees their glint agalnat the sky. 

The story to placid and alow, it la almost a 
chain of eaxaya rather than a novel. . But It man¬ 
ages to be very tender and deeply appealing

Ancient Jehol Glories, 
Death Of Tashi Lama 
Told In Book By Hedin 


I NTO Jehol Province, where to-day Japanese air¬ 
planes are dropping bomba and pamphlets with 
the start of new difficulties between the Chinese 
and Japanese in North China. Dr Sven Hedin. 
Swedish explorer, led a party two and one-half 
year* ago to find a temple for Vincent Bendlx. 
Chicago manufacturer of automobile parts. He 
came out with exact plans of the temple and 
material for a book. 

A reproduction of the temple, the Golden 
Pavilion of Cnien-Lung. one of the great Manchu 
emperors who made Jehol a summer home, .la 
rising on the grounds for the World a Pair^ in 
Chicago The book. "Jehol. City or Emperors." la 
out now. 

Dr Hedin tells of hu wanderings in the vast 
chambers of the Oolden Pavilion and of the 
evidence of vandalism, sabotage and decay that 
met hla eyes within the ancient walls. The golden 
idols were gone—stolen by a mandarin whoae purse 
wag thinning—rand many beautiful offering bow to 
and incense burners were missing. 

"Wherever we went." he writes, beneath the 
gold-shimmarine roof* of the temples, or under 
the sighing pine tree*, we could not escape a 
feeling of sadness over the tran*Uorlneaa of every- , 
thing. Everywhere was ruin and decay." 


T HE AUTHOR describe! the return of the Torgot. ■ 
or Kalmuk*. one of the Eleut tribe* that had 
wandered out of China in the seventeenth centtlry 
into the lower regions around the Volga, and had 
become Russian subject* On* reason for the 
building of the temple vu Cbien-Lung’a desire to 
‘commemorate that hlatorto trek. 

"No pageant in the world, nor any scene, would 
be big enough for a drama of such colossal size." 
say* Dr. Hedin. in hto account of the Torgot's j 
return. ”It lasted seven months, and. with turn- I 
ings and twistings, covered 3.400 miles of steppes 
and deserts. 

Russian*. Cosfscka, Khirgic and Bashkirs cut ! 
at the flanks of the yellow men heading bark 
arrow the dreary wastes toward the east. Freezing 
weather, disease and pestilence felled the Torgota 
and their cattle. But they kept on. 

"Of the tribe that in the beginning had num- i 
be red 70,000 tents, with 400.000 men. womeu and 
chiidran. two-thirds died of privation or perished 
by the sword.” 

They staggered through "snow glittering with a 
myriad diamonds.' for it waa early in January, in 
1771. a line of crawling wagons, creaking sledges, 
bobbing camels and complaining steer*, stretching 
away aa far aa the eye could reach.

Horrible suffering did not delay the march 
Winter ended and the survivors crept on "bleached 
and tattered and filthy with aoot. grease and 
blood . .

Mr. Boat* here analyzes hto 
career and shows that the man waa both better 
and worse than the customary American verdlet 
made him. 

In the beginning. Diaz waa all patriot—un¬ 
self toh, devoted and brave. He waa Juarez's most 
valued subordinate during the long fight against 
Maximilian and the French.

America for a cargo of nitrate. 

Mr. Masefield said that although he had written 
many poem* on sea life and that had a true 
"salty" flavor, he was not really a good sailor now. 
for he had kept to his cabin nearly aU the voyage 
over while the Mauretania was dancing about on 
the wave* like a dolphin.

"Yeats is my master," he observed. 

Asked if he ever wrote humorous verse, he re 
plied, "Oh yea. every now and then I enjoy It 
But I don't publish it. I Juat send it to my 
friends." The book he liked beet, he said, waz 
Homer, which he read In the original and never 
weuned of it. 

He had never written poem* about the World 
War. other than hto noted prose account of Gal 
llpoll. Mr. Masefield, said. 9

The poet laureate felt that tha world depres¬ 
sion waa too gloomy a subject for poetry. 

' Poetry." he said, "growa out of Joyouaneaa. 
It to the good vintage which‘comes out of a happy 
people. Poetry 1* a kind of fruit which comes out 
of man. that to why I nay 'vintage.'"

A LLUDING to hto experience oh this side forty 
tA years ago^ when he wa* employed in a saloon, 
he sold that he had never risen to the high rank 
of bartender All he did waa to waah the glasses. 
He never served any drinks to customers "I six 
fetched up bottles from the cellar, polished the 
brass work and swept the floor." he explained "My 
main object at this time as a boy of sixteen waa 
to become a writer, which was the raaaon I left for 
the sea " 

Before making hla voyage to South America on 
the sailing ship OH Croix he apent a year on the 
training ship Conway In the Mersey and enjoyed 
the healthy, active life. 

Mr Masefield explained that he wa* constantly 
experimenting with new forma when writing 
poetry He held that since poetry waa beat when 
read aloud or spoken, he could oQly satisfy himself 
a* to the succeaa of on experiment by having the 
verse read to him. 

Aa poet laureate he aaid that he did not have 
to write anything he did not wish to write The 
financial benefits are not very much, he added 
The butt of wine given in Ben Johnson's time to 
the holder of the office had long slues been re* 
placed by the sum of £27. as Southey, the po*t 
established a new precedent by asking for thg 
money instead of wine. 

I N A LATER interview at tha Lamont home Mr 
Masefield said that what modern poets need to 
an audience.

"The ancients hod that 
rough service, so did the Elizabethans, and they 
were better for it- If an Elizabethan audience 
wasu t pleased with a poet's work It went out to 
a public execution, to see someone boiled In oil, 
for its pleasure Poet* understood that and kaew 
that they must be interesting 

"Too many poet* are neglected now Some* 
how interest must be reborn A poet neglected 
sulks and takes to gin and then to opium. Hla 
verse suffers €lkqr beauty of phrase and thought 
to not there. And he dies. 

Thus brought upon the subject of alcohol. Mr.

"Alcohol haa destroyed a great many poets.” he 
said "All of the great poet* were temperate. 
Shakespeare surely waa temperate. Milton drank

Droops its pale cheek veined thro* with Infant 
green. 

Lo.the snowdrop springs. 

And ere the snows have melted from the grass. 
And riot a strip of greensward doth nppear, 
Save the faint prophecy Its checks declare.

By the bye. ' snowdrop “ doea not mean a "drop 
of snow." but referfhto th# "drop" or pendant of 
an earring, and ao a anoWy drop for hanging from 
a lady’s ear. Hbnilarly we find that the fuchsia, 
which resembles it he snowdrop only in being also 
a pendant flower uaed to be called ln parts of 
England and In the New England states the "lady** 
eardrop " One authority on these old foik-namee 
says that the fuchsia la ao called In the country 
port* of Devon and os the borders of Dartmoor, 
but I suppose it has gome the way of so many 
beautiful old-faahloned things. The "lady" is un¬ 
doubtedly the Virgin Mary, to whom ao many 
wild flowers were dedicated in the speech of the 
rural England. Thus the old name would b« "Our 
Lady's Eardrop." and the anger drop would be "Our 
Lady's Snowdrop."

with 1 a length of twelve to fourteen feet will bo 
nearly ea much in circumference and propor¬ 
tionately heavier. Tbe-top of the giraffe's bead 
is from seventeen to nineteen feet above the 
ground. Visitors to Stanley Park, Vancouver, will 
recall the Alaska brown bear, a giant Indeed, ex¬ 
ceeding far either our common black and brown 
bears or the grixaly itself. It will reach a weight 
of a ton and a half. Such are some of our modern 
animal giants. 

Aa for man. sporadic giants appear from time 
to Um*. but are generally abnormally overgrown 
individuals. There are. however, instances of man 
of close to seven feet In height who hare been 
distinguished by corresponding physical vigor and 
health, in Africa where pigmy tribes are found 
there also occur tribes of extraordinary average 
height. Thus among one people the average is 
quite six feet while numerous individual# reach 
the neighborhood of seven. But there la no geo¬ 
logical evidence of any gigantic prehistoric men. 
Some of the early peoples like tbe Cro-m^oona 
were of much greater average height than th# 
British of to-day. others again, like tbe Mediter¬ 
ranean type, were of comparatively small statum. 


A MONO the gigantic birds the largest Is the 
^ * dlnornie. which stood at least te i feet high in 
one species, while another stood six feet. But 
although these are found as "fossils" they were in 
existence within human times and were exter¬ 
minated by man. The remains have often animal 
matter attached, sometimes with the leathers or 
the horny akin, end their charred bones have been 
found in the native cooking-places. The Maoris 
of New Zealand where this huge bird once lived 
speak of it in their traditions as the Moa. Next 
to the Moa in height ranks the ostrich which, 
wingless like it and the rhea, cassowary, and emu. 
Is sdapted to a purely terrestrial life, competing in 
speed with the swiftest mammals of tha plains. 

The mammals are. of rourae. comparatively 
modern animal*. It Is true that primitive mar¬ 
supial types are found aa far back aa th* Triaeelc 
though reptilian in some respects These email 
creatures appear to be tbe direct ancestors of the 
duck-billed platypus and &e spiny ant-eater, both 
of which develop their young from eggs. In tbe 
late Jurassic the higher marsupials appesred, 
bringing forth their young alive, but imperfectly 
developed. By the time of our Nanaimo coal-beds 
the mammals though still very primitive were 
exhibiting species of the higher placental type. 
But with the advent of the Tertiary the modern 
mammals were in full swing though still small in 
size. Tiny horsea, swift rhinoceroses, pigs and 
mo n keys s we ll e d the gr ou p. As th* age g ra v. so 
the mammals grew in size and power. By the 
Miocene there e'er* beavers and squirrels, rabbiu 
and mice among the smaller animals, larger horses 
and camels, and dogs. A little later came the 
mastodon from 81berie. and the true deer, bears 
and sabre-toothed tlgere. and the small fur¬ 
bearing animals such aa tbe marten and ottsr. the 
weasel and the raccoon. Finally with the advent 
of the great cold we find the woolly mammoth 
elephAht WD6«6 remains are still found In our 
gravel deposits, and the Irish elk, ten to twelve 
feet between the tip# of its mighty horns. Both 
these giants were contemporaries of early man in 
the British Isles and on continental Europe, as 
also were the "sabre-toothed tiger, the wooly 
rhinoceros, and other extinct beasts. 


DUT NOT only did the Idea of a universal flood 
affect the understanding of the glacial de¬ 
posit*. but It divided the earth * life-history into 
two parts. Our present earth stood In contrast to 
the antediluvian earth. In which the age of Indi¬ 
vidual men waa measured by centuries, and when 
the daughters of men bore to the eons of God 
“mighty men of old. men of renown": there were 
"giants In the earth in tnose days.’* To this con¬ 
ception of gigantic men in the * days before the 
Fldod” hea been added in the thought of many 
the idea that the giants were matched by animals 
of size far surpassing anything known in t^hese 
days, an idea drawn from the skeletons of great 
extlhrt animals preserved In museums or pictured 
in books... Tbe mistake is due largely to a lack 
of a sense of geologic perspective, a lark easily 
understood since the history of th* earth covers 
hundreds of millions of years Instead of the six 
thousand that the old-fashioned Biblical chron¬ 
ology found sufficient. With the creation of the 
world taking place at a distance from our day of 
only about a quarter of the time which the moat 
conservative estimate allows for the period be¬ 
tween to-day and the does of the Olacial Period it 
la easy to see tbst the mental picture of the his¬ 
tory of life la completely warped. Porms of life 
and their environments are brought ao absurdly 
cloae together thit they seem to be contemporary, 
whereas they are actually separat^l. by many 
millions of years. To get any proper conception 
of the past we must have some Idea of the his¬ 
toric development of plants and animals and we 
must put out of . our minds air notions of world¬ 
wide catastrophes: local disasters have alwaya oc¬ 
curred as they do now. but there has never been 
any such complete obliteration of life aa the story 
of Noah s flood suggests. 

That mere were great animals in th* far-off 
days of tho earth’s history is well known. But the 
earliest forms of life with which w# ar# a cq uainted 
show no gigantic dimensions. In the Cambrian 
rocks, and even In their predecessors, the Archaean, 
long considered lifeless, are found the foeall re¬ 
mains of- representatives of plants and Invertebrate 
animals such as sponges. Jelly-rish, tnolluska. 
crustaceans, and lamp-shclle. with the Abundant 
marine algae. The largest tnlobltes (extinct 
crustaceans) of the Cambrian, when they reached 
their highest development, were two and a quarter 
feet lopg, but tbe average aise was about an inch 
and a half, and the average greatly predominated 
On the east coast of this continent at the present 
day there la in large numbers a strange crustacean 
known as the king-crab, thought to be related to 
the ancient trllobitea. which In individual* some¬ 
times reaches the length of two feet, and even

THE AMMONITES, which began their history 
J early ard reached their zenith in the Juraasic- 
Cretaceovts period, occasionally reached great size 
When you pick up a fossil on* from th* Cretaceous 
rocks of Nanaimo measuring perhaps a foot across 
It does seem gigantic, but that is because It is 
weighted with sand or ahale or because you In¬ 
stinctively compare it with the seashore shells 
you are accustomed to handling. There were 
ammonites far larger than any yet found In the 
Nanaimo beds, a specimen of one of tbe early ones, 
a straight form, measuring fifteen feet in length, 
but the largest of them was probably smaller then 
some of our huge octopuses and cuttlefish. Among 
other molluake the giant clam of tropical seas is 
two feet across the shell and a pair will weigh 500 
pounds. * 

I have some fine shark’s teeth of Cretaceous 
age from the English Chalk, and most people who 
see them are impressed with their else. Yet the 
owners of these weapbns were no larger than some 
of -our modern sharks. Thus the great basking; 
shark of northern seas la as much aa forty feet 
long, and from tbe silent depths or mid-ocean 
are dredged shark's teeth exceeding In sizfe the 
Chalk ones, scarcely if it all covered by the ooz# 
in which- they repose. 

Of cours#, tbe most spectacular of the large 
animals of Che past are found among the reptiles, 
which in the air, on dry land, and in the water 
exercised for many millions ol years their weird 
sovereignty. While some of them were quite small 
others extended tp great length or standing on 
their kangaroo-like hind-lega soared into the air. 
Thus the tauropod waa often as long aa the width 
of hn ordinary suburban lot and weighed aa much 
as forty tons. Tyrannosaurus rex, the king tyrant- 
saurian. stood* eighteen to twenty feet high. Tbe 
thunder-saurian. Brontosaurus, was sixty-five feet 
long. Borne of the horned dinosaurs had neck- 
frills eight feet \qng. But while these ancient 
types have been extinct 60,000.000 years or more, 
our modern reptiles can show as extraordinary 
bulk. Tht anaconda or water-boa haa a length of 
forty feet, and the capacity of Its body may be 
Judged from the fact that an explorer found In 
the body of one a large sloth, an iguana llxaid 
nearly four feet long, and a tolerable-sized ant- 
bear. all three in nearly the same state aa when 
they were swallowed. The crocodile is often over 
twenty fee: long, a length reached sometimes ty 
the caiman, an alligator of tropical America. Some 
of the sea-turtles may weigh over half a ton. but 
large as they are they are exceeded by a fossil

[hese deposits accepted as the remains of certain 
lijUmala that had perished in the universal tur- 
«oll. hut. by many at least, the fossils of the 
inderlying rocks were attributed 


The 8irenian remains of Shirley belong to a 
genus of which this la the only known specie*, 
Cornwsllius aookensls. Th* sire mans appear for 
the first time in rocks of Otigoccne age, so that 
these curious animals were only in their Infancy 
ao to apeak when Cornwalllus lived off the shore 
of ancient Vancouver Island. Remains of con¬ 
temporary sirrnlans are found all round the ooaat 
of the North Pacific from California to Japan 
Their peculiar Interest to us lies in the fact that 
a giant sirenian inhabited Bering Island in Bering 
Sea aa late as the latter part of tb* eighteenth 
century. When Bering, commander of the Russian 
ship St. Peter, landed hie scurvy-stricken men on 
that barren island in 1741 he found there among 
other sea animals a great sea-cow twenty-five to 
thirty-five feet long and with a waist measure¬ 
ment of twenty feet. Stellar, the naturalist of the 
expedition, described tbe animal for the scientific 
woNd of th« day, and it la known aa Rhytlna * 
sullen. It fell an easy prey to the sailors, and lu 
flesh with that of other marine animals of the 
island ■ shores did much to restore their health.
